THE CENSDS 


It would have been surprising were 


we to take a census without the very 
hubbub that prevails. 


Man is a forgetful animal in relation 


to his own experience as well as his 
written history. 
Shouting down the di- 


vorce question which is criticized as high- 
ly objectionable in 1940 he overlooks 
that the same question has been put by 
Hie census takers in this country for just 
SO years. 


The questions having to do with each 


individual's income and similar matters 
are nowheres near as personal and pene- 
trating as the questions 
every income 


tax-payer answers every year. 
It was 


Wendell Willkie who recently remarked: 


"I have been examined so frequently 


by federal commissions, the SEC, gov- 
ernment boards, and so on, that I don't 
think anyone can ask me a question — 
pertinent, impertinent, personal or oth- 
erwise — that I haven't already an- 
swered." 
While there is some politics in the 


hectic criticisms of census questions there 
is more of ornery, mulish human nature. 
From the time that David sent out Joab 
to count the people "from Beersheba to 
Dan" people have chased census takers off 
their front porches as they might strike 
out against wasps. In the early history 
of this republic many farmers got down 
their old flintlocks from above the door 
to give census takers a correct version of 
their hatred against any intrusion into 
their privacy. 


But objectors have been quite indif- 


ferent to the manifest advantages of the 
census. They overlook the fact that the 
information thus gathered probably con- 
stitutes the most important social and 
economic data which the country has in 
addition to forming the basis of repre- 
sentation in legislative halls which is our 
correction every decade of the injustices 
that would result from changes in popu- 
lation to the end that the majority may 
rule. There is hardly a business or industry 
that is not benefited by the carefully col- 
lected information gleaned by ..the census 
taker. The fact that some of the ques- 
tions asked may not always appear neces- 
sary is of little consequence. 
Suppose 


there is some overreaching or a bit of 
high inquisitiveness why must we rush at 
our government because, of such trivial 
affairs when we know it has undertaken 
to obey a constitutional behest and the 
questions asked will not tip over the house 
anyway? 


Far more personal was the question 


of 30 years ago taken in an industrial 
census that asked how many petticoats 
each woman wore. Even if today every 
housewife was queried upon whether twin 
beds were in use she might reflect that the 
information would be of great value to 
the manufacturers of sheets, pillows, mat- 
resses, springs and bedside tables instead 
of just a mere matter of nosiness. 


And when those who never made dn in- 


come tax return are questioned about their 
earnings instead of becoming 
anhoyed 


Ihey should be suffused with a glowing 
warmth to observe their government so 
curious about their finances. 


Perhaps they are about to be admit- 


ted in to the exclusive society, a kind of 
nobility here in America, which pays 


THAT TENURE VOTE 


The public school teachers of Wiscon- 


sin, who many years ago organized the 
Wisconsin Education association as one of 
the thousand and one pressure 
groups 


clamoring for public attention and sup- 
port, are preparing for 
another 
cam- 


paign. 


One of tho triumphs of that organiza- 


tion in the 1937 legislative session was its 
successful sponsorship of the teachers' ten- 
ure law. Now it is fighting to retain that 
law. 


We have heard all the arguments on 


that statute often. It has some ardent de- 
fenders, and some strong critics. Sup- 
porters can argue, and with effect, that 
the law was enacted for the sole pur- 
pose of giving a great group of public em- 
ployes in the schools the same measure 
of civil service security which 
other 


public employes have enjoyed for years. 
It is simply a measure to protect teachers 
from the actions 
of 
capricious school 


boards. 


Opponents can, and are. saying that 


it is a means of retaining deadwood on 
teaching faculties, of denying the rights 
of the school boards chosen as the peo- 
ple's representatives 
to 
exercise their 


proper powers of hiring and firing, of 
giving to a special class of the citizenry 
special privileges which the taxpayers 
themselves cannot attain. 


Without entering into the arguments 


for and against teachers' tenure, we hasten 
to endorse the complaint of the teachers 
that the advisory referendum 
vote on 


the issue in April will not be fair or rep- 
resentative. 


The 1939 legislature, which showed a 


splendid courage on some questions, and 
abysmal cowardice 
on others, conven- 


iently ducked the teacher tenure issue by 
putting it to an advisory popular vote. 
The April vote will not be binding. Teach- 
ers, however, justifiably fear that if the 
election shows a majority against repeal, 
the 1941 legislature will lose no time in 
following out the electorate's demand. 


So they protest with heat that the 


election will not be fairly conducted, and 
we agree with them. 


They are being put to an unfair disad- 


vantage because the tenure law does not 
apply in large sections of the state, while 
all the people of the state will be vot- 
ing for or against its repeal. 


While such a protest may be an ad-

The other would 
strip the NLRB of all enforcement powers, and 
transform it from a potent regulatory agency 
into a quasi-judicial body passing only on com- 
plaints submitted to it by an independent ad- 
ministrator, who would be the real boss of the 
labor law. 


The two New Dealers on the committee, Rep- 


resentatives Abe Murdock of Utah and Arthur 
Healey of Mass., flatly refused to have anything 
to do with Smith's bill, so he had to have Hal- 
leek's vote to get anywhere. Otherwise the New 
Dealers would have had a 3-to-2 majority and 
there would have been no amendments. 


So Smith reluctantly backed down, but only 


after a stormy row with Halleck.

tional Labor Relations act, the existing legislation goes into the contro- 
versy with two strikes on it because of the over-zealous activities of some 
labor board employes and because of the difficulties created by the labor 
split between the A. F. of L. and the C.I.O.

The most common phrase used in condemning the 


act itself is that it is "one-side^," that it "combines 
prostrutor, judge and jury in one body."

was opened. 


Impractical, Too 


One of the most annoying things 


about the fountain, it is said, was 
the vault-like recesses in which the 
light bulbs were secured. Colorec 
glass was anchored in cement in 
front of each bulb, in order to as- 
sure \\ aler-proof protection. 


The high school custodians held 


their breath every time they turned 
the lights on, for fear a bulb would 
die. If one did, it meant they had 
to take a running start with a cold 
chisel in order to break down the 
glass so they could replace the 
bulb. They regarded that as being 
impractical. 


Then there was the time a band 


of rooters for a rival football team 
came up with a supply of paint. 
They picked on the fountain, slap- 
ping led paint in it thick and hea- 
vy. The coloring had to be ground 
off the concrete, a tedious job.

Children's work Is never perfect in the eyes of the adult who looks at 


it but to the child who did it, it is a remarkable, admirable job. He looks 
at it with fond pride. He did it. He made it. It is good. 


Don't say anything, don't look anything that will alter that state of 


mind. Look with interest if not with delight on the product and let the 
creator cool off a bit so that he can see his work and measure it against 
the perfect vision he had in his mind when he began it. 


He will look at that piece of work with a critical eye next day. He will 


discover the faults to the last crooked line or open seam. Then it is time' 
to give the sympathetic advice, to offer the helpful suggestion, to show a 
better way. The worker will accept that kind of help gladly and without 
discouragement. He will begin again in good heart. 


Some grown people, many of them teachers, cannot see a faulty bit of 


work without at once putting a finger on the spot and saying, "This is 
very bad." That is cruel. The child loved his work and put his heart into 
it, and to be told it is bad by one he looks to for encouragement is more 
than his spirit can bear without pain. 


Every worker knows the pain of looking upon his own work and seeing 


how far short it comes of the per- 
fection he has in mind. If to that is 
added the hurt of harsh -criticism 
and blame, the burden of discour- 
agement 
becomes so oppressive 


that he has no heart to start again. 
He turns from his work in disgust 
and despair. 


Every worker welcomes criticism. 


Criticism is the opinion of the au- 
dience and it is the audience' that 
puts the value in the work for the 
worker. He longs to have his work 
evaluated for him. But that evalua- 
tion must be just and kindly, hon- 
est and fair, and have some consid- 
eration for the vision and the spir- 
it of the worker as well as for his 
product. It must not come down on 
the expectant child's mind like a 
hurricane, 
ruthlessly 
sweeping 


beauty and home into oblivion.

Just as the frost is coming out of 


the ground, before grass takes on 
new life, is the ideal time for ap- 
plying inorganic or chemical fertil- 
izers to a lawn. The present is the 
ideal time in average northern lo- 
calities. In southern sections the ap- 
plication of fertilizer is best made 
to a lawn just when the winter 
grasses are dying down 
and the 


permanent grasses are resuming ac- 
tive growth. A fertilizer high in ni- 
trogen is most useful for this pur- 
pose. Any seedman can supply it 
from his varied stock. 


Fertilizers of this type are broad- 


cast over a lawn at the rate 
of 


about four pounds to every 800 
square feet of lawn area. It is not 
necessary to rake it m since spring 
rains will bury it so that the grass 
rootlets can get at it or, better still, 
a late snowfall will dissolve the fer- 
tilizing elements more slowly. 


No attempt should be made at 


rolling the laun immediately after 
fertilizer has been applied. The soil, 
while thawing, is porous and plen- 
teously 
honeycombed, permitting 


the food to trickle down into the 
many soil crevices. If the soil is roll- 
ed, it becomes compacted and the 
food requires a longer time to reach 
the grass rootlets.

The Hatch bill extensions to prevent political activity in state administra- 
tive departments disbursing federal funds—(2) The Smith committee's 
suggestion to get rid of the present national labor relations board, ap- 
point a new one, prevent it from being both prosecutor and judge and 


make it impartial rather than a pressure bureau to 
force a particular form of organization, on labor 
whether it wants it or not—(3) The Walter-Logan 
bill to give quick, easy and inexpensive relief from 
czarism in the growing maze of little one man gov- 
ernments by requiring them to proceed within their 
constitutional and statutory authority without the 
present necessity of long and prohibitively expensive 
court procedure. 


Perhaps each of these provisions could be brought 


nearer to perfection by greater delay—but there has 
been delay enough. All three areas stink. All three 
need attention along the general lines of these pro- 
posals.

also true that the Democratic ad-

boils down to this—that they want 
to be able to crack down through 
expenditure of federal money in 
the states to influence elections in 
accordance with their own views 
and to take advantage of their in- 
cumbency in office, thus to per- 
petuate themselves or their asso- 
ciates. This can't possibly be de- 
scribed as anything less than evil. 
Nothing has done more credit" to 
Mr. Roosevelt than his support of 
the principles of Senator Hatch's 
proposals. 


It is different in degree and de- 


tail, but the opposition to the other 
two proposals—to end the tyranni- 
cal partisanship of the labor board 
and to regulate personalized gov- 
ernment in the bureaus — is cut 
from the same cloth. All three are 
proposals for political decency. Ex- 
cept as to method and detail, the 
opposition to them must be describ- 
ed as an effort to perpetuate poli- 
tical indecency.

The visitors brought presents of 


shields and animal hides. They 
told Coronado about certain large 
animals, and showed him a picture 
of one of them. .The picture had 
been painted on the skin of a buf- 
falo. 


The Spaniards believed the ani- 


mals must be cattle, but they were 
puzzled by the woolly hair on the 
hides which had been given them. 
This hair did not look like the coat 
of a cow. 


That was the first time the ex- 


plorers had seen American buffalo 
hides. Later, when they marched 
eastward and entered the Rio 
Grande valley, they saw buffaloes, 
or bison, in real life. 


Writing about the animals, one 


of the Spaniards said: 


"The bulls have a short face. 


Their eyes stand out at the side, 
and they can see who is following 
them. They have long beards, like 
goats. 


"They have a hump which is 


larger than a camel's. The horns are 
short and thick, and cannot be seen 
very much above the hair. 


"They shed some of their hair 


in the month of May. They 
rub 


against trees in small valleys to 
get the Lair off, and keep this up 
until only the down is left. When 
they run, they carry t h e tail 
straight up in the air. Their little 
calves are red, just like the calves 
of our cattle, but they'change their 
color when they grow older. 


"They travel in such large num- 


bers that nobody could count them. 
Their wool is fine, and ought to 
make good cloth." 


The Spaniards often spoke of 


these 
animals 
as "hump-backed 


bulls" or "hump-backed cows.% The 
fact is that buffaloes, or bison, are 
distant relatives of cattle. 


Coronado and his men moved 


eastward into a central part of 
Texas. Then most of them turned 
westward, but Coronado and about 
30 mounted soldiers headed straight 
to the north.

While the plant disease special- 


ists have found no evidence that the 
disease lives in the soil from year 
to year they regard it as extremely 
infectious and as readily spread by 
shipping seed potatos from one lo- 
cality to another and by 
knives 


used in cutting seed potatos. The 
only protection against it. they say, 
is keep it off the farm, and the way 
to do this is to use only certified 
seed. 


Plant disease specialists in all the 


important potato states are pooling 
their efforts to learn more about 
this new disease, and Vaughsn has 
just received from officials of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture a summary of findings and 
recommendations of the group. It 
has been reported locally from at 
least 28 states, including a few scat- 
tered locations in Wisconsin. The

As the name implies, ring rot 


usually causes a yellowish ring in 
the potato. This discoloration be- 
gins at the stem and works all the 
way to the bud end.
